I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1964. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
3,330  which  was  an  increase  of  370  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  7n  (36  M*  34  F*)  which  was  an  increase 
of  11  over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  lirt'h  rate  was  accordingly 
21.02,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's  Comparability  factor  which 
is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and 
allows  valid  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  22.49;  this 
being  higher  than  that  of  18.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Three  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1  ,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births  was  41*09,  compared  with  that  of  16.3  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  and  Rate 

Three  infant  deaths  fere  registered  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
was  accordingly  42.86  in  comparison  with  that  of  20.0  for  England  a*d  Wales. 

The  causes  of  death  were:- 

i.  Prematurity  -  7  hours 

ii.  Asphyxia  in  Pram) 

Misadventure  )  -  8  months 

iii.  Congenital  Hydrocephalus  -  9  months 

(The  se  figures,  however,  are  too  small  for  valid  statistical 
comparisons) . 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion  and  is  a  general  indei  cf  the  high  standard  of 
modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  43  (25  M.  18  F.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  12.9.1,  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  16.14  compared  with 
that  of  11*3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged,  i. e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions 
of  the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  were  20  in  number. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  12  of  those 
20  deaths  i.e.  6C9/o  in  the  following  age-groups;  1  between  45  -  54;  1 

between  65  -  74*  10  over  75  years.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that 

these  figures  are  too  small,  from  which  to  make  a  valid  deduction,  nevertheless 
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the  pattern  confirms  that  the  majority  of  deaths  are  within  the  65  -  74, 
and  over  75  age-groups;  this  would  suggest  that  degenerative  processes  are 
an  important  factor. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in-  previous  years  .was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  8  in  the  following  age-groups;  2  over 
75  years.-  •  '  ' 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  2  deaths  (iM,  IF)  in  the 
following  age-group;  both  between  55  -  64  years. 

Cancer  of  the  stomach  caused  one  death;  65  -  74  age  group. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  also  caused  one  death:  over  75  years. 

The  other  clauses  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  c  • 
exceptional  mortality. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  -  - 


The  incidence  of .notifiable  Infectious  Disease  throughout  the  Borough 
during  the  yeg.r  was- very/  low,  and  none  of  the  more  serious  infections  was 
notified.  ■  .•  ,

In  contrast  with  the  outbreak  of  the  previous  year  in  which  125  cases 
were  notified,  only  9  were  notified  in  1964;  this  follows' the' usual  pattern 

of  outbreaks  every  second  year.

,  It  is  equivocal  whether  this  infection  should,  still  be  notifiable  as 
her  se  it  is  not  a  serious  disease  and  its  more  'serious  complications  are 
becoming  less  and  less  frequent.  During  epidemics  busy  Practitioners  find 
it  difficult  to  find  the  time  to  complete  the  notification  forms  and 
unnecessary  work  is  added  to  office  staffs,  including  the  disbursement  of 
fees.  .  '

Only  three  cases  were  notified  which  may  be  attributed  to  the 
preventive  barrier  created  by  vaccination  Which  is  done  in  infancy  in 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  by  the  family  Doctors. 

This  distressing  children1 s  disease  has  been  the  cause  of  much  lung 
damage  and  innumerable  deaths  amongst  infants  in  former  years. 

Acute  Frimar;>  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia  *. 

Six  cases  of  thi3  illness  were  notified.  Including  the  secondary 
Fneumonias  whioh  are  not  notifiable,  2  deaths  were  registered  in  the 
following  age-group,  i.  e.  over  75  years.  Pneumonia  is  commonly  a  terminal 
cause  of  death  amongst  the  aged. 

Tuber culo  sis  •  v 

It  is  noteworthy  to  record  that  this  was  the  second  successive  year 
in  which  no  new  case  of  Respiratory  or  non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  was 
notified  and  also  that  no  death  was  registered. 

This  is  a  reflection  of  the  progress  made  towards  the  elimination  of 
this  once  dreaded"  disease  which  was  well-named  the  ’White  Flague*. 


In  conclusion,  in  my  opinion,  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough  was 
very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  you  for  your  support  to  the  Department  and  for  the  co-operation 
and  efficiency  of  the  staff.
